(11) The name of this State, which may be abbreviated; AND

(111) THE EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN PARAGRAPH (3) OF THIS
SUBSECTION, THE WORDS “HOME OF OUR NATIONAL ANTHEM”.

(2) The registration number may consist of letters, numerals, or both.

(3) PARAGRAPH (1)(III) OF THIS SUBSECTION DOES NOT APPLY
TO A SPECIAL REGISTRATION PLATE ISSUED UNDER § 13-618, § 13-619, OR §
13-619.1,0R § 13-619.2 OF THIS TITLE.

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall apply to
registration plates manufactured on or after the effective date of this Act.

October 1, 2010.
